Osoooi), Ind., Sept. 18.— Incensed by 
numerous depredation*, repeated bnrg- 
larieei and daylight robberies, the people 
of Ripley county, lnd. , have taken the 
law into their own hands and meted 
out to the perpetrators a punishment 
greater than provided by the law. Five 
men. who hare long been a terror to 
the citizens of this county, met their 
death at the hands of an enrnged popu- 
lace and when the citizens of Versailles,

11 dangling from as many limbs of 
an elm tree in the center of the public 
square. Stout ropes, not over six feet 
in length, had served to send each to 
bis eternity, and their feet were but a 
few inches from the ground, while their 
hands and feet had been securely pin- 
ioned with strong ropes. 

Versailles is a town of some MX) peo- 
ple. It Is one of the oldest in the state, 
and although it is live miles from u 
railroad station and 1ms no telegraphic 
communication with the outside world, 
as have more pretentious towns of the 
county, it is still the county seat. For 
four or five years, and even longer, 
farmers of the county have been the 
victims of a I 
rently lacking 
vocation to the terror of the people, for 
they seemingly have had no visible 
moans of earning a living. Farmers 
would como into town with a bunch of 
cattle or load of farming products, and 
next morning they would be found 
along the roadside, suffering from a 
wound and minus the proceeds of their 
sale. Old German farmers have boon 
visited and both men mid women have 
been subjected to all the tortures that a 
hardened mind could stand. Aged < Jer- 
uiaii women wero forced tostaudupoua 
redhot stove in an effort to compel them 
to disclose the hiding place of some 
treasure in the house. These dep- 
recations have continued unceasingly. 

During tho past week robberies had 
increased alarmingly. On last Satur- 
day word was received by the sheriff 
thut tho store of Wooley Brothers at 
Correct, Ind., 10 miles from here, was 
to be entered. The information was 
given by oueof the gang's confederates, 
who hail been under suspicion. Sheriff 
Henry Bushing arranged that his in- 
formant should accompany them and 
securing tive deputies they went to the 
place. Sheriff Hushing concealed him- 
self in the cellar, while his deputies 
were stationed at a convenient distance 
ontside.

Some 80 show were fired. The sher- 
iff was shot through the hand and Gor- 
don was shot several times. . Three 
pistol balls entered his body and he was 
also shot in the leg. Gordon and An- 
drews succeeded in escaping and came 
to Osgood, where they were arrested. 
The robbers had driven out of the place 
in a buggy belonging to Lyle Levi, and 
from information subsequently gath- 
ered it was learned that the robbery 
had been planned at the home of Wil- 
liam Jenkins. The two latter wore ar- 
rested as accessories. All were taken to 
the Jail at Versailles. Henry Sohulter. 
34 years, was put in the jail for robbing 
the barber shop at Osgood lust week. 
Levi was 67 years of age, Gordon '12, 
Andrews 80 and Jenkins »7. 

While the citizens have not been able 
to fix the various robberies upou these 
men they were thought to be part of a 
gang that has committed most of them. 
When it became known that they were 
in jail it was quietly suggested by the 
victims and syuinuthizers that "justice" 
be summarily deult iU -

The jail was in charge of William 
Kenan, Sheriff Bushing's brother in- 
law, the former being at home on ac- 
count of his injury. In front of the 
jail proper is the residence, and in that 
wero Acting Jailer Kenan and Hubert 
Baniett, William Block and Lon Wen- 
Eel, deputies. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock there was a

RICHARD JAMES PATTERSON 



A Prominent Heade County Parmer - 
Reminiscences of the Hood (?) 
Old Times. 

Richard James Patterson was born 
Sept, 25, 181H, in Green county, Ky. 
When about 18 years of sga he moved 
to Hart county, locating about two miles 
from Munfordyille, where he resided 16 
years, and after spending one year in 
Breckenridge county in 1852, moved to 
his present home in Meade county. 
(His father, Samuel Patterson, was born 
in Fredericksburg, Vs., in ITM) 

I) cember 28th MM R. J. Patterson 
married Mrs. Barbara Lewis, mother of 
J. W, Lewis, of Brandenburg, and A. C. 
Lewis, of Louisville, Mr. Patterson has

two tax receipts in his poseesion. The 
first is for 87} cents for the year 1843, 
signed by A. S. Gardner, Sheriff of Hart 
county, and the last is for 1220 15 signed 
by R. P. Hagan, Sheriff of Meade county 

He says the first corn crop he ever 
lised for himself, he rented the ground 
om Jack Htovall, of Hart county, and 
gave Stovall one-third of the crop lor 
rental, and that he, Patteson, sold his 
part of the corn for 12 cents per bushel 
after it was gathered and cribbed. He 
says he remembers bis father selling 
wheat at 35 eta. per bushel and paid la- 
bor for harvesting said wheat 35 cents 
per day or a bushel of wheat which ever 
the laborer chose to accept. 

Mr. Patterson is V'Jyears of age the 25th 
of this month (Sept ) and his mind is as 
clear upon bis business transactions as 
ever before in his life. And it is one of 
his delights to tell of his business career, 
his ups and downs through life. 

He recalled an incident to-day in con- 
versation with his own uncle, Mr. Sam 
Garden, who is also an aged man of 8d 
yean, and it was that in the year of 
1843 Mr. William Embry. a very prom- 
inent and wealthy farmer, of Green 
county, told him to go into his herd of 
30 head of nice horses and to pick his 
choice of the horses for $05. Mr. Patter- 
son didn't pick his choice but says he 
bought one of the best ol the lot for $32.- 
50 on three years time, for which he 
gave bis note without interest. He also 
bought ol one Thomas McFeely a nice 
cow and calf for which he paid $0 26 and 
aays II he owned such a cow to day she 
would easily bring $30. 

He also tells of a tobacco crop be 
raised in 1844 and sold the good tobacco 
which was very fue for $3 00 and the 
logs at 75 cents par hundred lbs.

The merchant 
can do thi* in a quiet way, and it will 
cod probably no more than the writing 
of a letter or two. The farmer may aave 
himself many dollars by taking thi* 
precaution.

The hot weatber we have at 
time, with the work they are expected 
to do, make* it rather hard on the 
team*, and they require good treatment 
If they are kept in thrifty condition. 

A cafe rule I* to feed a horse in pro- 
portion to hla sire and the labor he i* 
expected to perform. A horse that I* 
kept hard at work steadily every day 
require* more feed daily than one that 
is idle. Some horse* seem naturally to 
require moro feed than other*, and for 
thi* reason their condition 
some extent at least, determine the 
quantity of food given. 

Bnt it should be remembered that 
good condition i* not fat 
i* kept at hard work in cummer should 
not be fat. Such a condition is detri- 
mental to his capacity for work. What 
is wanted ic hard, tough, elastio moc- 
cle, which may be aotively worked 
without tiring the horse and without 
exhaustion of the vital forces, 
that i* well fud, not overfet 
kept at steady work nearly every day in 
the year without detriment He should 
have what he will eat up clean of 
sound, wholesome, nutritious muscle 
forming and bone making material. He 
should have plenty of cool, fresh wi 
Ho should have comfortable quarters 
and bo groomed regularly. 

It will help in making the horse* 
comfortable if tho harness nud collars 
fit properly, if care is taken to pull tho 
collars away from their shoulders when 
they are given a little rest in the field 
and to hove them washed at noon and 
at night. After they are cooled off 
night they will enjoy their night's r 
much better if they are carefully 
groomed No matter how well fed t 

grooming and in making him comfort 
able ho will not be kept in the best con 
dition when at hard duily work. 

Harvest work is usually hard on th( 
team* as woll as ou the men, and it 
Will be a good plan to allow them a few 
days' rest as soon as the harvest work is 
finished. Tnru them into a pastnre and 
let tbem rest, giving a light feed of 
Rraiu night and morning, a* it is rarely 
a good plan to make too radical a 
chango of feed. A horse kept in good 
condition will do moro and bettor work 
at les* cost to the owner than an ill ct 
ditioned animal.— St. Loui* Republic

Kaffir Corn lo the Northwest, 

H. E. Norton write* from Iowa: 
Having seen some articles on Kaffir 
corn and inquiry a* to whether it would 
do sown broadcast, I send my experi- 
ence with the white variety. I plowed 
a piece of sod in the fall of 1805 and 
pulverized it thoroughly with a disk in 
the spring. I »owed the Kaffir corn seed 
Muy 20, then disked it twice over to 
cover the seed and harrowed it to 
smooth the ground. I do not know how 
much seed I used per acre. I gueased at 
tho proper amount from the looks of the 
aeed ou the ground. It grew to the 
ight of seven feet with a very dense 
it of blades and beads abont three- 
lrtbs size and fairly well filled with 
good, plump grain*. I harvested it in 
four mouths from tho time of planting, 
or Sept. 19, by cutting with a grass 
sickle and shocking in fair sized shook* 
till oured properly and then moved it 
into the barn mow. 

As I was catting it I weighed tbo 
fodder from one square rod, which 
weighed 2U0 pounds green, making 
" ton* per aero. I weighed it again 
7 when cured ready to go in the 
ind it weighed HO pounds, mak- 
ing II 1-6 ton* of dry feed per acre. 
The shelled grain from thi* square rod 
woigbed 80 pounds, making a yield of 
4,800 pound* per acre of (helled grain. 
Deducting this from total amount, 82,- 
400 pound*, would leave 17,600 pounds 
of fodder, whioh I find after running 
;h a feed cutter makes wonderfully
